Aurora Interfers 
With Telegraphic 
Service In West

WINNIPEG, Mar, 12,--With phen- 
omenal brilliancy, “Aurora borealis” 
shot across the sky last night, giving 
the greatest display of the year, but 
bringing dismay to the operators of | 
telegraph circuits both east and west, 
and on south lines to a@ leaser extent 

The “aurora,” more commonly 
known as “northern lights” was 
severe that wires of telegraph associa- 
tions were disconnected from 
boards to prevent destruction of valu- 
able equipment by the. uncontrolled 
eiectrical currents generated by the 
phenomenal disturbance 

For a time Winnipeg was completely 
cut off from communication with east- 
ern Canada while the aurora jumped 
and skipped across the sky, leaving 
a flaring path from the north to the 
east, with side flashes west and south.

Continuing on the subject of govern- 
ment development of power, the Pre- 
mier said that there was no urgency 
in the matter of power development 
and enumerated, among other reason:

any substantial rural distribution of 
power for some years, 

It had ben shown that in Ontario 
there were from three to five consum- 
ers a mile, while in Alberta there 
Wasn't an average of one a mile. The 
Premier then quoted figures to show 
that the cost of rural distribution in 
favored districts, such as Blackie, was 
}very high. A canvass in certain dis- 
tricts showed that only about 50 per
